• The plan recommends single family residential use up to 
four dwelling units per acre. 

• The General Development Policies support up to 6 dwelling 

units per acre on the site. 
 

(However, we find) this petition to be reasonable and in the

• The General Development Policies support additional 
density on this site. 

• The site is a larger isolated parcel with access only from 

Margaret Wallace Road, a major thoroughfare.
